
No 47 bus reprieved... for now 


A STRICKEN Bridport bus service has been 
spared the chop - at least until the middle of the 
new year. 

Dorset County Council has stepped in and saved the 
47 bus route, which runs from Bridport to Yeovil via 
Beaminster and Crewkeme. 

However, the reprieve only applies to peak time buses 
running during term time, with the county council hop¬ 
ing this will provide sufficient transport provisions for 
students getting to Yeovil as well as workers and shop¬ 
pers. 

Peak time out-of-term weekday services and Sunday 
services will end in April as part of Dorset County 
Council’s (DCC) wider cost-cutting exercise. 

Transport operator First Dorset had been due to with¬ 
draw the service, which they believed was becoming in- 
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creasingly unviable to run, on Saturday, January 4th. It 
will now be run under contract to the local authority ini¬ 
tially until June 2014. 

Dervla McKay, general manager for First Dorset, said: 
“We very much appreciate Dorset County Council of¬ 
fering its support in helping us to continue this service. 

“We hope its re-introduction will prompt more people 
to start using it again to ensure we can keep it running 
for the foreseeable future.” 

The news has been welcomed by one Bridport town 
councillor, who warned there was still more work to be 
done to secure the route’s long-term future. 

Councillor Ros Kayes, who is also a district and 
county councillor, had campaigned to keep the 47 bus 
for residents of Bridport. 

She said: “I’m really delighted that the cabinet at 
Dorset County Council listened to the arguments for 
keeping this bus, which is a lifeline for students, ap¬ 
prentices and workers travelling from Bridport, 


Beaminster and Broadwindsor to Yeovil and back. 

“I am sorry that it is only the peak hour service that 
has been saved however, as I have been contacted by 
students, workers and carers who use this bus in the 
middle of the day. Students who work in the evenings in 
Bridport tell me they have a real struggle getting from 
Yeovil College back home in the evening in time to get 
to their evening jobs on time. 

“We need to look firstly at securing the peak time serv¬ 
ice well beyond September 2014 and then to look at 
ways of linking the daytime service in with the 99 serv¬ 
ice from Crewkerne to Yeovil which I understand to be 
a less expensive way of covering the same journey as 
far as the bus companies are concerned. A partial victory 
- but more work needs to be done.” 

DCC has been working on cutting its subsidy to pub¬ 
lic bus services by £850,000, a move which has 
prompted outcry and raised fears that some rural com¬ 
munities could be left isolated. 

The county council no longer receives central gov¬ 
ernment funding to subsidise rural bus routes, and has 
been attempting to make changes to routes which it con¬ 
siders aren’t value for money.

A Dorset County Council Spokesman said: “The num¬ 
ber 47 bus will continue to operate during term-time for 
both students and shoppers until June 27th. Also off- 
peak weekday services will also continue in the holiday 
periods until June. 

“The subsidy is being jointly funded by Dorset County 
Council and Somerset County Council. The peak time 
out of term weekday services and Sunday services will 
stop in April as part of the county council’s decision to 
revamp subsidised bus services across Dorset.”

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U3A group visit netting factory 



A GROUP from the Bridport and 
District University of the Third 
Age (U3A) have seen how an in¬ 
dustry that began in the town 
over 700 years ago is still making 
the town a world leader today. 

Members of U3 A's Isn't That In¬ 
teresting' group were given a 
tour of Huck Nets, which pro¬ 
duces lightweight knotless net¬ 
ting for a range of uses, some of 
which can be large enough to 
cover landfill sites to prevent 
rubbish blowing away, and oth¬ 


ers as small as the back seat 
pockets of vehicles. 

The group learnt about the vast 
range of products in between, 
which includes tennis and foot¬ 
ball nets, safety nets to catch 
falling roofers and fruit cage nets 
to keep birds off the raspberries. 

The company has also de¬ 
signed, produced and installed 
playground equipment in West 
Bay and the new Mountjoy 
School, in Beaminster. 

Alan Hobby, leader of the U3A 


group, said: "What could be a 
better job than installing their 
playground equipment and then 
testing it. 

"I wonder how many of our 
party took away a job applica¬ 
tion form when we left." 

Jon Legg-Bagg, managing di¬ 
rector of Huck Nets, and sales 
manager Dave Collins, explained 
that the net fabric is produced in 
Dresden and then sent to Brid¬ 
port to be manufactured into fin¬ 
ished products. 


Weather disrupts Christmas plans 


BRIDPORT and the surrounding villages have suffered 
more than a week of wild weather as storms threatened to 
disrupt plans over the Christmas period. 

Heavy wind and driving rain has battered the area, which 
resulted in flooded roads, fallen trees and power cuts. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service reported that over night 
between Monday, December 23rd and Tuesday, December 
24th, they received around 240 emergency calls, with all of 
them related to the weather. 

On Monday, December 23rd, a number of traffic delays 
were caused when the A35 was closed from the East Street 
roundabout towards Dorchester after two overhead power 
cables came loose. A number of residents were without 
power as Western Power Distribution repaired the cables. 

The Bridport Christmas tree, in Bucky Doo Square, lost 
some of its lights in strong winds. 

Numerous flood warnings have been in place in West Bay 
as the water level in the harbour rose, with the entrance to 
Meadowlands badly flooded. 

Burton Bradstock was heavily affected by the torrential 


rain and gales. On Friday Bridport Police received reports 
that a number of trees were down, partially blocking lanes 
and roads, for the second time that week. 

Police have been pro-active in working with the commu¬ 
nity, reacting swiftly to updates from the Met Office. After 
one of the busiest nights of stormy weather, Bridport Police 
used Facebookto illustrate the "unprecedented amount of 
calls that Dorset Police had in this area alone"across Brid¬ 
port, Lyme Regis, and Beaminster. Over a 24-hour period 
police officers attended 38 incidents relating to weather, 
which included 21 reports of trees blocking roads and 
causing a hazard to drivers, and four road traffic collisions 
where weather had been an aggravating factors. 

Dorset Waste Partnership, which provides the waste and 
cleansing services for across the county, took to Twitter this 
week to advise residents that its crews were doing their 
best to put empty bins back safely but that strong winds 
were still causing many to be blown over. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service is continuing to warn mo¬ 
torists not to drive through flood water. 


More plaudits for Broadchurch 


A CRIME thriller filmed in West 
Bay has been named the best tele¬ 
vision show of 2013. 

Murder mystery Broadchurch, 
which followed the investigation 
into a schoolboy’s death in a fic¬ 
tional seaside town, was selected 
as the best TV show of the year by 
Radio Times critics. 

Written by Bridport writer Chris 
Chibnall, the series, which starred 
David Tennant and Olivia Colman, 
drew in over nine million viewers 
during the final episode, which re¬ 
vealed the identity of Danny La¬ 
timer’s killer. 

The West Dorset coastline was a 
major feature of the eight-part se¬ 
ries, with many businesses in West 
Bay reporting a tourism boost be¬ 
cause of it. 

A second series is due to be 
filmed this year, while David Ten¬ 
nant will be reprising his role as 


the troubled DI Alec Hardy in an 
American remake, called Grace- 
point. 

Tim Glanfield, editor of Radio 
Times.com and digital products, 
said: “The death of event TV has 
been greatly exaggerated. 

“Broadchurch drew the nation 
into a collective hysteria every 
Monday night for eight weeks, as 
who killed Danny Latimer became 
the talking point in the press, pubs, 
front rooms and factories up and 
down the country. 

“A brilliant piece of homegrown 
drama with an exquisite cast of ac¬ 
tors, Broadchurch is a fantastic ex¬ 
ample of British TV at its very 
best.” 

Broadchurch headed the list of 
40 television programmes selected 
by critics. 

In second place on the list was 
Lrench drama The Returned, 


which Radio Times described as an 
“intelligent take on the undead” 
against the backdrop of the Lrench 
Alps. Channel 4 documentary Ed¬ 
ucating Yorkshire came third. 

Other shows making up the top 
ten include The Great British Bake 
Off, Homeland and Toast of Lon¬ 
don. 

Cult hit Breaking Bad, which has 
yet to be screened in full on British 
television, came ninth. 

Broadchurch creator Chris Chib¬ 
nall took to Twitter to react to the 
news. He said: “And thank you 
@RadioTimes: Broadchurch was a 
team effort and this’ll make all our 
cast & crew very chuffed indeed.” 

Although no official details have 
been released, production for se¬ 
ries two of Broadchurch could take 
place back in West Dorset, a pos¬ 
sibility welcomed by some West 
Bay traders.

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Safety first for Dorset youngsters 


HUNDREDS of young children 
have begun receiving life-saving 
lessons in road safety after schools 
responded positively to help from 
a Dorset law firm’s charity arm. 

Battens Solicitors’ charitable 
trust has made up to £18,000 avail¬ 
able for schools through its cam¬ 
paign. 

Individual donations of £200 
were pledged to more than 40 
schools to spend as they wish on 
road safety lessons, and Symonds- 
bury Primary School is among the 
first schools to receive a resource 
pack. 

The resource kit, with a ‘street 
feet’ simulated road layout, helps

Such has been the level of de¬ 
mand since the initiative was 
launched in November, the loan 
packs are currently booked out 
until the end of February 2014 
though Battens have pledged to en¬ 
sure they continue to be available 
after that. 

Other schools that have received 
packs so far include Southill Pri¬ 
mary and Holy Trinity in Wey¬ 


mouth, Manor Park, Prince of 
Wales and Darners First School in 
Dorchester, and Sticklands Pri¬ 
mary School. 

Kathy McCann, headteacher at 
Sticklands Primary, in Evershot, 
said: “Teaching children to be safe 
on the roads is obviously a hugely 
important lesson for them to learn. 

“The resources we’ve been given 
will enable us to do that in a very 
practical way which will be fun for 
the children.” 

Battens decided to focus on chil¬ 
dren’s safety awareness after a 
huge reduction in the Department 
for Transport’s national budget for 
primary age road safety promotion.

"The good news is that we can all choose to be extraor¬ 
dinary, whatever our circumstances. We can all create a 
life that we're truly proud to call our own," he says. 

"Face the pain, dissatisfaction and frustration that 
you're tolerating in your life now and become inspired 
by the dream of a more extraordinary future. 

"That may sound ambitious. It is. But unless you make 
that bold, aspirational statement, you can confidently 
predict that your energy, belief and commitment to 
make changes will run out after the first few weeks and 
you'll end up compromising on your future." 

He and other experts give their top tips to help make 
2014 your turning point. 

BEING EXTRAORDINARY 

• Firstly, identify the words you would like to describe 
'you' during this year - for instance, successful, re-in¬ 
vented, or perhaps fitter or more sociable. 

"Be challenging and write words that feel stretching 
and maybe even uncomfortable to you at present but 
which are how you would need to be to achieve your 
dream goals," says Ian Lock. 

"Think of yourself at your extraordinary best and con¬ 
sider what sort of life you might create for yourself and 
others." 

• Clarify what you really care about. 

"This underpins everything we do, say and feel," says 
Lock. "It's at the core of us and shapes our lives, often un¬ 
wittingly if we have never crystallised our thoughts on 
this before." 

Consider the beliefs, objects and people as well as the 
philosophies and moral values which honestly matter to 


you, he says. 

• Define which changes, and why, you wish to make to 
your life. Write a list and ensure they're the ones which 
will give a greater sense of purpose in your life. 

"Purpose is often linked with hope and ambition," says 
Lock. 

"Whatever you choose, try to notice whether it gives 
you either one of those. 

"A purpose doesn't have to be as grand as trying to save 
the world. What is must do is connect you with the life 
you want to live and the person you want to be. It has to 
feel right and give you a sense of excitement and energy." 

• Over the next month write a diary recording progress 
towards making those changes, even small steps, and 
make a note of the actions which haven't worked.
